THE BREWERS. 


Opening of the Twenty-Seventh Annual Con- 
vention at Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, May 25.—The twenty-seventh 
annual convention of the United States Brew- 
ers’ Association was opened to-day at the Con- 
cordia Opera- house. William A. Miles of New 
York, President of the Association, delivered 
the opening address, in which he spoke of the 
benefit derived from the work of the Publica- 
tion Committee and of the dangers threat- 


ening the brewing industry by the straining of 
the relations between the brewers and their 
employes and advised his hearers to stand 
firmly for an acknowledgment of those princi- 
ples of justice, and equity whic un- 
derlie the only possible settlement of 
the great labor question. Richard Kratzen- 
meyer of New York, Secretary, read the report 
of the Board of Trustees, a eae’ document, 
setting forth the relations of employes to 
employers, expressing the opinion that any- 
thing like an attempt at uniformly regulating 
the wage question cannot enter into the 
functions of the association, but must be le‘t 

the local associations; advising 
the establishment of a Bureau of Labor 
Statistics ; recommending the appropriation of 
$5,000 toward defraying the expenses of the 
Michigan brewersin the fight against prohi- 
bition, and declaring strongly against high 
license, The report showed that 
about 850 brewers throughout the 
country have ledged themselves to 
r esch other during strikes by refrainin 

om . their beer to markets affecte 

by boycott. The signers of the pledge repre- 
sent 69 per cent of the malt liquors annually 
produced in the United States. 

The report of the Publication and the 
Vigilance Committees, Henry Clausen, 
Jr., and Henry B. Reuter, Chairmen, 
read by G. Thoman, was an elaborate argu- 
ment to prove that beer — 48 conducive 
to longevity, that beer should be classed as 
one of the necessaries of life, and that the 
temperance fanatics were blasphemous when 
they attempt to prove that God commanded 
abstineuce, 

Louis Shade of Washington, attorney of the 
association, stated that he had exerted him- 
self successfully against the 23 ofa high- 
license bill, for the District of Columbia, and 
— 1 matters of interest to the brewing 
rade. 

The Finance Committee reported a balance 
on hand of $18,000; receipts for the year, $6,000; 
expenditures, $18,000; total membership 818. 
The report of the Advisory Committee was 
also read and with the others adopted.;

of Justice Woods. Mr. Garland’s reasons for 
this determination are that on account of the 
unsatisfactory condition of his health since a 
severe sickness in March last he has resolved 
to quit public life entirely at the close af his 
term as Attorney-General. Itis a conclusion 
which he is fully justified in reaching and 
his final and public announcement of it will be 
received by the public with the respect to 
which so frank an avowal is entitled.

In the argument before the General Assembly 


et the Southern Presbyterian Church, at the 


Grand Avenue Presbyterian Church, on the 
subject.of union with the Northern branch, 
Elder J. F. Livingston of Atlanta, Ga., speak- 
ing for the majority report, followed Rev. R. 
K. Smoot yesterday. He characterized his 
predecessor as a politician in the ohurvh of 
Christ; said he had been waving the bloody 


shirt and endeavoring to excite all those 


‘enimosities that were buried under the 
debris ‘of the wur. Dr. Smoot had 
been mad tver since the Federal army 
came into his country and made him step up 
every thirty days to take the oath. They 
wouldn’t trust him longer than that. He had 
said if the two churches were united he would 
be left outside. The speaker suggested slyly 
that he might stay outside if he wanted to. 
Men were supporting the majority report who 
were born farther down into the heart of the 
rebellion than Dr. Smoot. The charge that 
the majority report perverted the facts 
in claiming the weightof opinion was in favor 
of union when only a minority of the presby- 
teries had overtured the Assembly at all on 
the matter was unfair. The presumption of 
silence was consent, and not dissent. The 
silent presbyteries either felt as the majority 
did, or were indifferent to the issue raised. 


Dr. Smoot had said the church must not follow 
in the wake of the business world. The fault 
with the church was it had too little business 
about it. Ohrist said: The children of this 
world aré wiser in their qenerasion than the 
children of light,’’ and so it always was shown 
to be. The business men were hard- headed 
and sensible. The Southern Church sepa- 
rated itself from the at body of Presbyter- 
ians because in 1861 the Assembly at Pniladel- 
phia declared the citizens to be under the 
government of the United States, and 
no member of the church should 
bear arms against that Government. This 
and subsequent deliverances on political ques- 
tions were the cause of the rupture. It was 
said the Southern Church had made no polit- 
ical deliverances, but it had made many of 
them. Dr. Smoot suggested the sending of 
missionaries to New England to convert the 
people from Unitarianism, but the first ques- 
tion that would be asked of the missionaries 
would be Don't you think you had better 
go back and ‘tend to those millions of 
niggers you have down there?“ Ifthe Church 
did not pay any attention to the ov: rtures for 
union it would lose many border presbyteries. 
The whole matter of Church growth and 
progress had been hindered by the conflicts of 
the two churches in the one field. Ali other 
issues of the war were bei buried and the 
church of God should not the last to har- 
monize. 
WHEN MR. LIVINGSTON 


resumed this morning he analyzed the majori- 
ty report, holding that the appointment of the 
committee of conference contemplated by that 
report would not be to putthe power of unit- 
ing the two churches into the bands of that 
committee. Theiraction would be subject to 
approval or disapproval by the next General 
Assembly. The 11 of the two churches 
was brought about by tke spring resolution, 
as he had stated yesterday, and that was not 
a sufficient reason for disruption. But 
the sections were saparated, and it 
became necessary that the Southern Church 
should support the Southern Confederacy, as 
the Northern Church supported the United 
States Government. It is necessary for a man 
to support the Government that has his life 
and property in its clutches. ‘‘Do you know, 
be said, ‘‘that the Northern Church is the 
stronger, and is prowing so gradually and 
surely that it will even ually absorb four- 
fifths or our church. Then what kind of terms 
would we get when we talked of consolidation? 
I can remember during the war 
if Gen. Lee had drawn his forces 
at a certain point during the battle of Gettys- 
burg he would have had a decided advantage. 
It is possible to fighttoolong. Agree with thine 
adversary quickly. Brethren, it has been said 
that the Northern Church claims: the right to 
legisiate on political matters. At Omaha only a 
few days agojaresolution was passed declaring 
the spiritual nature of Christ’s Kingdom. 
Many of the men in the Assembly of 1861 
are dead. Many of the Assembly of 1862, 
yes, 1863, yes, eventhe assembly of 1880, are 
dead. When men die we bary their failings 
with them. Then let us bury the criminations 
and recriminations of the past. Whatare the 
checks on the plan proposed in this report? I 
know the Moderator better than any man 
here,and I anow he will appoint a fair-minded 
committee. We can reasonably expect that 
the next General <Assembiy will be 
composed of respectable, fair-minded men. 
And is it not possible that the sessions 
of your Church and your Presbyteries will be 
composed of honest men. All of these have to 

ass upon any plan that may be proposed. At 
east two years must pass under the majority 
report before any plan can be adopted. hat 
can 11 m two years? Why, anything 
might happen. Christ's millenium might 
come in two years. He said, when asked when 
these things of which he had spoken to 
His Aposties ‘When the gospel is 
reached to all the nations of the earth.’ 

hat time is nearly here. The minority report 
says the obstacies to union are numerous. 
How do any of those gentlemen who signed 
that report know that? I want to know if 
there is a brother here who can enumerate the 
difficulties, Who can check them off on his 
fingers.

A GANG OF HOODLUMS

Hiew the Actress Was Killed by a Falling 
Boulder.

New Tonk, May 25.—The body of Grace Les- 
lie, the actress who was killed last week on the 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroad, arrived at her 
mother’s home, 434 Herkimer ,street, Brook- 
lyn, on Monday night. It will be buried in 
Oypress Hill Cemetery to-day. Harry P. Don- 
nelly, a member with Grace Leslie of the Kate 
Oastleton Company, gives the following ac- 
dount of the fatal accident: 


We were going to Denver to play a week 
and from there we intended to come to New 
York without stoppina. We were all in the 
sleeper. Miss Gilpin was in the same berth 
with Miss Leslie. When turning one of the 
mountain curves the train snapped in two. 

conductor was trying to recover lost time 
and was running very lively. In my opinion 
we were going too fast around those curves 
nd tne jar of the train caused a boulder to 
oosen and rolidown the mountain side. It 
struck directly where Miss Leslie was sicep- 
ing. broke in and struck heron the breast, 
killing her.

THE GHOST OF MARY ROGERS. 

Money poured in on Anderson and he retired 
from business. The ghost of Mary Rogers 
haunted him. The ghosts of other people 
haunted him.

In November, 1881, he died. He left nearly 
$20,000,000. Four daughters and one son sur- 
vived him. To the son, John Charles Ander- 
son, as residuary legatee, he left the bulk of 
his property, giving, however, to each of his 
daughters and grandchildren a handsome 
fortune. One alone he left out in the cold.

The grand salon is a sort of royal 
apartment; the walis are covered with bro- 
catelle or surrounded dy frames, and all 
the woodwork is treated in gold enamel. 
The effect of the number of shades in the gold 
is exceedingly rich. Opening into this apart- 
ment is the boudoir, in which blue is substi- 
tuted for gold. The dining-room is hung with 
old tapestries after designs of Giulio Romano; 
and as there were not enough pieces to hang 
over the doors, they have been imitated by 
paintings on canvas so well that it is difficult 
to distinguish between the tapestry and these 
imitations, The ceiling represents the setting 
ofthe sun. The entrance hall is in marbie and 
above it there is acupola which is painted to 
represent Morning. On the cornices there 
are palms and creepers which seem to hang 
dowa into the hall.

In the House of-Delegates Mr. Stone intro- 
duced the bridge and tunnel terminal bill, 
The tracks are to be used by all ronds having 
the consent of the Mumfeipal Assembly, the 
rates to be fixed by the Assembly. The switching 
charges must not exceed §1 per car, including 
return of empty cars. The bills providing for 
the appointment of an Inspector of Electric 
Apparatus, the meat-shop bill and the rate -of- 
taxation bill were passed. The bill to ap- 
pointacommission of engineers to examine 
the water-works was iaid over. The House 
then adjourned.
